Vice Mayor Burgess thanked everyone for their support and for electing him to another four year term. He gave 
special recognition to Charelle and Judith Burgess, as well as to all of his friends and supporters. He also 
announced it was his 9 th wedding anniversary that day. Vice Mayor Burgess stated he was looking forward to 
presenting new initiatives and helping the City as it continues to grow. He invited the community to call him if 
they ever had any questions or concerns. 

Councilwoman Fairclough-McCormick reported her journey began in the streets of the Southwest with her mom 
and five siblings. She stated she had learned all things were possible for those who believe and thanked her 
supporters for believing in her ability to effectively lead. She promised she would not let them down.
